The Governmeut had 
taken office in September, 184 1, and until 
March, iS13, they had maintained in 
Ireland the smallest force which, eaocpt oti 
one or two occasions, had ever been sta- 
tioned there ; they had reduced the Whig 
establishment bv 2400 men. In March, 
1843, the agitation began. The Gown- 
ment had done nothihe; to provoke this j 
but , it did not suit the views of lomc 
persona that the Government should be 
tuccesafui. Tb> Government was charged 
with allowing tha meetings to proetad, 
thereby lo entrap the agitators: this he 
denied, lie hid ioitructcd the Lord-

DEATH OF VICE-ADMIRAL ED- 
WARD BTIUL1NG DICKSON. 
W« Iiitc to record the decease of atmlher 
veteran lag officer of the Royal Navy, Vice 
Admiral of the White, t'dward Stirling 
Dickson, which e»eul took place on ihr- 
28lh January. A* the name of Dickson 
has been so iTetjueutly identified with tiie 

Slorious actions of both services 
uring the late wan, and so many officers 
of that name now appear in the lists of the 
army ind navy, the following hrief epitome 
of its moil distinguished cbirfwill be pe- 
rused witb interest : — 

Vice Admiral Dickson entered (he ter- 
vic* at the early oge of aeven yean, in the 
year 1773, and was present in the jictaxn 
at the attack of Charleston, where she was 
destroyed by the batteries of Sullivan's 
be affidavits from firm and voluntary de- Island, under which the grounded ; trans- 
pone ots, statiugil to be of aueh a character as 
to endanger lh* public peace, thata procla- 
mation should he issued lo forbid eueb 
meeting : that, if necessary, the ground 
should be pre-oocupied, and that, in the 
last renorl, it should be dispersed.

In 179B, while escorting 
a convoy to St, Kitt'a, in its defence he 
fought a gallant action off Guadnloupe, 
with two republican privateers, one of 
which he took, and the other escaped 
in a crippled condition. He subse- 
quently itormed the batteries of the 
towni of Carupano and Rio Ciribe, 
on th* Spanish main, destroying 
(he fortifications ; and while hoardiujj a 
privateer protected by them, he was agsie 
■eierely wounded in the head. Th* im- 
mortal Picton, then Gorernoi of Trinidad, 
with the English inhabitants, acknowledged 
these services by presenting him with a 
sword worth 100 guineas, while Earl 
Spencer rewarded him with the post rank. .' 
an August 11, 1800. In 1804 he recap- 
tured, while in the Incanttant, the island 
of Goree, on the coast of Africa, with a 
garrison of 401) men, and in the same ship, 
on tho Guernsey station, commanded a 
squadron for the blockade of St. Malo. 
He afterwards, was appointed to the Sttttiy 
and in that 1010 assisted at th* deieoce of 
(Jadisaud Tsrjffe, ia ISli, and for his 
services received tha thaakn of the 
Admiralty. Admiral Penrose, who at
